hin independent of the authority of the 
Viceroy Liu who is ex-officio. Generalis- 
simo of all the forces of the Nanyang 
administration; that is to say, of all the 
maritima provinces south of the Yellow 
River, with the exesption of Kuang. 
The above commsnda’ of 
the Empress Dowager would. undoubtedly. 
have angered the Viceroy Liv, asa mark 
of want.of confidence in him and he might 
therefore bo trusted te wréck the wholo 
thing, without taking into account the i:

Empress-Dowager, diplomatically us! 
permission, huwever, to be allowed to hive 
the honour of an Imperial audience -prior 
to bis retirement frum the. public service. 
Naturally, the resignation has not been ac- 
capted; but, although giving way to the 
redoubtable old Viceroy, the still more re- 
doubtable Empress Dowager never allows 
“herself to be thwarted-of her pet grand
